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HE collection which it is our privilege to offer at this time was 

assembled personally by Mr Herbert D. Robbins during his frequent 
visits to Europe, for the furnishing of his New York residence at 1034 
Fifth Avenue, built in 1906 and planned as to the interior by the 
noted French architect, Sanson of Paris. The furniture, which is pre- 
dominately French in character (although some English pieces are in- 
cluded), comprises an assortment of commodes, cabinets, secrétaires, 
seat furniture, tables, and consoles by or after eighteenth century French 
éhénistes. Specifically, we may note a pair of Louis XV laqué consoles 
attributed to Francois Delafosse and formerly in the celebrated collec- 
tion of Mlle Lelong of Paris; a pair of Louis XVI marqueterie drum- 
shaped small commodes of Sicilian origin and evincing an uncommon 
sophistication; a pleasingly simple Louis XVI writing table by Mathieu- 
Guillaume Cramer; and a highly desirable set of six Regence carved 
walnut and canné side chairs with green velvet cushions. Additional to 
the foregoing is a number of fine examples of French cabinetwork exe- 
cuted by André after celebrated ébénisterie in the Louvre and the In- 
valides, notably the bois de rose parqueterte secrétaire a abattant and its 
companion piece, a chiffonier, both after Oeben. 

Complementary to the furniture are the girandoles, clocks, chenets 
and flambeaux, some of which are the work of the noted Paris fondeur, 
Eugéne Hazart, and possess the rare mercury finish; others were acquired 
through Mme Doucet, the eminent antiquaire, and other prominent 
Paris dealers. 

A few paintings well calculated to enhance the architectural and 


decorative setting, include matures mortes by Jan van Huysum, signed 


and dated 1737, and by Desportes, also a signed pair of cartouche-sha 
paintings from the series of twelve by Lajoue originally in the coll 
tion of the Duc de Picquigny. These were recorded in the celebrat 
French work on decoration known as Les Maitres Ornemanistes, Dessin 
teurs, Peintres, Architectes, Sculpteurs, et Graveurs by Desiré Guilmar 

The collection is completed by a group of Chinese porcelains of th 
Ming, K’ang-hsi and Ch’ien-lung periods; table china, including a Coa 
port dessert service and a pair of Louis XV Sévres porcelain seau 
painted by Bauduoin; and Georgian and French silver, notably a finel 
wrought tea service with tray by Odiot of Paris, a service of flatwar 


and a garniture of serving dishes by Ed. Tétar, Paris, in the Loui 
XV taste.
